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■Hiking Tmils 

Kartchner Caverns State Park has access to two Hiking trails, the 
CiuindaniTrail and the Foothills Loop Trail. 

The Ciuindani Trail (#398) is located on the east flank of the 
Whetstone Mountains in the Coronado Aational Forest.The 
CuindaniTrial is 4.2 miles in length (first mile is an easy walk, next 
2/3 of trail is moderate difficulty, and the last leg is strenuous)This is 
a shared use non-motorized trail well marked with directional signs. 

elevations range from 4900'at the park trailhead to over 7000'in the 
summits along the crest of the Whetstone Mountains. The Whetstones 
are a fault-block mountain range with a variety of exposed geological 
formations. Vegetation is mesguite-invaded Chihuahuan semi-desert 
grassland at the lower elevations and open oak-juniper woodland on the 
higher slopes. 

yAccess to the CiuindaniTrail is located on the west side of Kartchner 
C^(KV^ms State Park campgrounds; kiosk marks entrance to trail. For

Kartchner Caverns State Park also features the Foothills Loop 
Trail, approximate two mile moderate to difficult trail loop. There are 
two access points, one at the northeast end of the Discovery Center 
parking area and one at the Hummingbird Carden. 

This is a hiking trail, with no bicycles or motorized vehicles permitted. 
The trail climbs the limestone hill north of the cave and descends into the 
wash that follows the fault between the Whetstone Block and the San 
Pedro Block. A short spur trail at the upper portion of the Foothills 
LoopTrail leads visitors to the scenic MountainViewpoint. 

informational signs along the Foothills LoopTrail will discuss such 
trail highlights as the foothills, scenic view, riparian area, bedrock mortar 
and the Aative Americans that inhabited the area. 

Some of the vegetation seen on the Foothills LoopTrail hike include: 

Ocotillo, Creosote Bush, Mesquite, Desert Broom, Acacia, 
Wait-a-Minute Bush, Scrub Oak, Barrel (Zadi\s ; Prickly 
Pear, Buckhoru Cholla, and Hackberry. 




Walking Trail 

The Hummingbird Carden walk is located on the southwest side of 
the Discovery Center. The walk is lined with a variety of local vegeta¬ 
tion. Some of the varieties include: Catclaw Acacia, Velvet Honey¬ 
suckle, Beargrass, yellow Bells, Sandpaper Verbena, Black 
Spine Prickly Pear, Autumn Sage, Agave, Aloe, Desert Bird 
of Paradise, CJndigo Bush, and Desert Spoon. 

Campground 

(Currently na^ivailable) 

Kartchner Caverns State Park has approximately 60 campsites with 
electric hookups, water, and dump station. On site you will also find 
restrooms (ADA accessible),with showers and flushing toilets. There 
is a $4fcper night camping fee (including hookups) and a 14- 
day maximum stay. 

Shaded ramadas and picnic tables are available around the parking 
area.The Discovery Center (ADA accessible) also provides a giftshop, 
telephones, restrooms, picnic tables, and a vending area.
